FEATHERED FRIENDS ARE 
PREPARING FOR JOURNEY 


(By F. L. Farley) 

Our feathered friends are on the 
move. During the past month, Cam- 
rose has been visited by many vari- 
eties of birds, en route on their jour- 
ney to the ‘south. 

The Martins were the first of the 
local birds to take their departure 
and were noted for the last time in 
town on August 30. In 1929 they 
stayed a few days longer, Mr. J. W. 
Russell having observed them on 
September 5th. The Martins are by 
this date well on their way to winter 
quarters in South America. The first 
of these friendly birds arrived in 
Camrose on April 25th and were 
noted by Vernon Craig. They, there- 
fore sojourned with us for one hun- 
dred and twenty-seven days and in 
that short period endeared them- 
selves through their sociable quali- 
ties to all bird-lovers. They carried 
out their many activities in a re- 
markable manner. Immediately’ on 
arrival, they mated, selected nesting 
sites, built nests and in due course 
hatched their young. Their last 
month in Camrose was probably their 
busiest period, spent in teaching the 
birdlings to fly and hunt food. Mar- 
tins are strongly entrenched here and 
it is estimated that twenty-five pairs 
nested about town last season, when 
their increase must have numbered 
close to one hundred. In 1918, only 
one pair nested in town and they 
chose a hole in the water-standpipe. 
The following year a pair nested in a 
bird box erected by Stewart Smith 
and it is presumed they were hatch- 
ed by the original pair. Everyone 
loves the companionable martin and 
a sPfficient number now comes to 
Camrose each summer to successful- 
ly compete wtih the house sparrows 
in securing nesting boxes. 

The Myrtle warbler is now passing 
through town in great numbers on 
its way south. This fine, big warbler 
is peculiar in that it is the hardiest 
of the family. in. North America, as

These matters are taken care. of in 
recently promulgated regulations and 
in the 2,500 miles of main highways 
of the Province (outside of cities, 
towns or villages) the locations and 
design: of filling‘stations garages or 
refreshment .booths must be approv- 
ed. Nor can any new private struc- 


main highways than 60 feet. Provi- 
sions supplementary to sanitary regu- 
lations already jp force, are also in- 
cluded in regard to tourist camps. 
The general object of the regulations 
in regard to such public conveniences 
are not to prohibit, but to assist in 
co-operation with the owners in mak- 
ing their buildings and equipment 
more attractive to the public and 
hence more remunerative to the own- 
er himself. 

The regulations which should main- 
tain traffic safety, convenience and 
amenity read in part: 

On any declared (main) highway 
the design, ‘location and construction 
of any building or part thereof, which 
is or is intended to be used as a gaso- 
line filling station, garage, automobile 
service station, or for the purpose of 
supplying travellers with refreshment 
shall be subject to the approval of 
the Town and Rural Planning Advis- 
ory Board. “AH‘applications for appro- 
val shall be submitted to the Director 
of Town Planning, Parliament Build- 
ings Edmonton. 

Plans, designs and specifications 
are to be furnished with the applica- 
tion forms, and a yearly license fee {s 
also required:

SPARTON’S ANNOUNCE

The governments 
which have held power in Canada 
have given to a few privileged indi- 
viduals the power to control the most 
important economic factor in the life 
of the nation, and the result is that 
agriculture in the west pays more in- 
terest than any other class in Canada. 
A large corporation may have a rep- 
resentative on the board of directors 
of a bank and may be able to borrow 
large amounts of money at five per 
cent interest, but the western farmer 


They spend their days toiling hard, 
and very often they are in a worse 
condition than the unemployed. The 
unemployed are very badly off in hav- 
ing no work; the farmer has all kinds 
of work but receives nothing for do- 
ing it. He spends his days from one 


property for somebody else, in work- 
ing to pile up profits for others, and 


of doing that. 


I would point out to the government 
that in the policies carried out by this 
country for the last sixty years agri- 
culture has been discriminated 
against in three or four very import- 
ant particulars. In the first place, 
our system of taxation has been such 
that the agricultural people have 
paid more than any other class in 
Canada. They have paid more taxa- 
tion because the system of taxation is 
an indirect one, under which the tax 
could not be passed on by the farm- 
er because he was the ultimate con- 
sumer and the original producer. He 
had no power to place a price upon 
his commodity, therefore he ; could]. 
not pass the tax on to anyone else. 
The taxation was placed upon the 
goods which he had to purchase and 
he could not add it to the price of 
those he sold. 

Agriculture has paid more freight 
rates than any other class in Canada.

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years time ‘and time again, since they 
would not reduce the tariff, to arrange 
it so that the manufacturers did not 
receive the benefit of the tariff at the 
expense of the Canadian people. Here 
we have a: government which says it 
is going to do that, and in that regard 
it is courageous. It is courageous 
because of the apparent impossibility 
of the task. Hon. gentlemen who sit 
around: me have declared it to be im- 
possible. I am very sceptical of it 
but, nevertheless, itis a policy so 
courageous that it will mean that this 
government, if successful, will have 
done one of the greatest things ever 
attempted in Canada, or failing, will 
go out of power ignominiously. If the 
government can prevent an increase 
of prices following an increase of tar- 
iff I believe it would remove one of 
the chief objections to its policy. Prac- 
tically everything which I have pro- 
posed in the past has been said to be 
impossible so I do not want to meet 
my hon. friends opposite with the 
same stupid statement with which I 
was met whenever I presented a good 
policy. 

I wonder if the Prime Minister ap- 
preciates the tremendous difficulties 
which will lie in his course as he at- 
tempts to put this policy into effect. 
I can enumerate some of them. For 
instance, prices may rise at any time 
for causes other than the tariff. Who 
is going to decide what has caused 
the increase in the price? Prices may 
rise and when the Minister of Fin- 
ance examines the books of the man- 
ufacturer he may discover that he has 
not received any more than he did 
before the tariff. It may be found 
that people are paying more and that 
somebody in between has taken the 
cream off the whole business. Another 
possibility is that conditions may war- 
rant a drop in prices, but they may be 
held up artificially by the increase in 
the tariff. These and numerous other 
things can happen. 


The task may seem to be almost im- 
possible but if the Prime Minister is 
successful in carrying it out he will 
be acclaimed in Canada; if he is not 
he will be put down just as enthusist- 
ically {as he was put up. The Prime 


| Minister knows what he is doing in 


this’ regard” and he* has~ saild- that“ he 
will do this“thing or-perish in the at- 
tempt, 
statement but I like it; it is charac- 
teristic of the Prime Minister. I 
would rather see a prime minister per- 
ish in an.attempt to do something 
than to see one perish ‘without at- 
tempting anything. If the present 


Prime Minister perishes politically in|. 


a real, sincere attempt to accomplish 
this end, I shall be one who will 
honour him while he is perishing. 

One of the means by which the 
Prime Minister hopes to prevent a 
rise in price, is by obtaining pledges 
from manufacturers that they will not 
charge more far their goods in con- 
sequence of more protection. At first 
blush it looks to me like setting the 
cat to watch the milk for fear the 
cow might drink it. I have not much 
faith in those pledges. But I have 
more faith in what the Prime Minis- 
ter proposes to do, if they drink the, 
milk in spite of the pledges. He says 
that he will then nullify the tariff. I 
am willing to leave that point to be 
decided by practice im the future. I 
do not say that it cannot be done. All 
glory to the government if they can 
do it. 

No assistance for agriculture is pro- 
vided in the present proposals, which 
as a matter of fact in several particu- 
lars would appear to jeopardize the 
already precarious position of that in- 
dustry. The government has promised 
to assist agriculture. It went so far 
as to say that it had instituted a 
world-wide campaign for market. That 


\is all very well. It has given action to 


the manufacturers and promises to 
agriculture..-Let -me point out» tox sthe, 


: governinent’ that ‘trade is not: brought 


about by campaigning. Trade must 
rest upon a sounder basis than that. 
There are two ways in which the 
present policy may be detrimental to 
agriculture. It may mean an increase 
in prices in spite’of all that the Prime 
Minister can do; I am willing to 
await the result of that. But I think 
it will tend further,.to reduce the al- 
ready vanishing ‘wheat market of 
western Canada. It needs no argu- 
ment to prove that our international 
trade always depends upon the ex- 
change of goods: for goods. If our}: 
tariff policy is a success in making 
all our goods in ‘Canada even to the 
point of making Canada self-support- 
ing, what shall we do with our wheat? 
It is true we can transform the entire 
industrial structure of the nation in 
the course of time and.take the farm- 
ers off the farms and -put them into 
industrial plants, thus ultimately 
balancing our industries so. that we 
shall have no more farmers in Cana- 
da than we require to produce food 
for Canada. That will be the logical 
outcome’ of the. present. tariff policy; 
but surely in ‘that process, if the gov- 
ernment thinks fit to go so far, there 
will be a great deal of Suffering: on

Not only 
will they find themselves out of a job, 
but they will lose the little capital 
they have; because under such cir- 
cumstances their land and their im- 
plements will have no value and their 
entire life so far will have been wast- 
ed.. Therefore it seenis to be rather 
serious, if it is true as I see it at the 
present moment that the government 
proposes to aid other classes at the 
expense of agriculture, and in a way 
which may deprive agriculture of any 
market for its wheat. 


The theory of the present opposi- 
tion when they. were in power was 
that they: had to send goods abroad 
in order to bring goods in, and they 
favoured theoretically the free trade 
policy. Great. Britain was our best 
market for wheat, and they professed 
to be able to give us a better market 
in: that. country. There were two 
things the matter with the policy of 
the present opposition when they were 
in power. In the first place, they 
never tried to put it n force, and 
that is a very serious thing to be 
wrong with any policy. Secondly, if 
they had tried to put it into force, it 
is not certain we would have found 
markets in Great Britain for our 
wheat, because the British market for 
wheat is open to all countries. 

, We have now the opposite policy of 
getting markets by protection, and 
since this country has committed it- 
self to a policy of higher tariffs, the 
farmer must obtain as much benefit 
from that policy as any other class in 
Canada or the policy must be aban- 
doned. It is not clear from anything 
that has been said by the government 
or contained in the propsals them- 
selves that the farmer will receive 
any benefit whatsoever, but he is like-

Wheat cannot ‘be protected. We might 
as well try to protect ice in Labrador 
in the winter time as: to protect 
wheat in «Canada. But wheat might 
be protected indirectly and I -think 
the logical outcome of the present 
tariff, policy of Canada must be, con- 
sidering it imperially, the Beaver- 
brook policy. I wonder whether the 
government will go so far as to try to 
make a bargain with Great Britain 
that if ‘she will put a tariff on wheat 
coming into Great Britain from for- 
eign ‘countries and thus give Canada 
her market, we shall-in turn open the 
doors of Canada for goods produced in 
Great Britain. There ‘might be some 
hope for the farmers in such a policy. 


empire: and tariffs for the outside— 
would give’ us more free trade than 
any Liberal government ever thought 
of and higher tariffs than any Con- 
servative government ever planned to 
put into force. I do not know whether 
the present government intend to go 
so far as that, but that would be the 
logical outcome .of the policy and 
might afford some help for agricul- 
ture. 

I see my time is almost up and I 
have not more than half presented the 
policies which I wanted to: present. 
Let me conclude by urging upon the 
government some things which they 
may do immediately to offset the de- 
triment that the present policy may 
occasion to the farmer. They ought 
to reduce the interest charges to the 
western farmer. I do not care how 
the government does this; it must be 
done. Farmers at the present price 
of wheat cannot pay eight per cent 
interest, and whatever means the 
government may find it necessary to 
take to accomplish this end, I urge 
upon them to do it or pretty soon we 
shall have no farmers and the entire 
western country will be owned and 
controlled by mortgage companies. I 
think the government has a right to 
take this step because the mortgage 
companies are handling the social 
credit, Canadian governments in the 
past having delegated their authority 
to a class of individuals that utilize 
social credit for their interest and not 
for that of the nation. Next, the gov- 
ernment ought to take some steps to 
reduce ‘freight rates. How can that 
be done? I would say: Nationalize 
the Canadian | _ Pacific... Consolidate 
thaé® ‘Hing: and: “the: ‘Catiadfan National 
into a great national system. Abolish 
all waste and competition. Take some 
of, the duplicating lines and plac 
them in districts where at present 
there ‘are no lines. Reduce the two 
or three different head offices and sets 
of ‘authority running these systems 
and save enough to lower freight 
rates in the interests of agriculture. 

‘Reduce taxation by imposing a 
higher tax upon those who can best 
pay it. Increase the income tax. Re- 
duce freight rates and reduce’ or en- 
tirely wipe out interest. Let the gov- 
ernment do these things and we will 
forgive them for their spolicy of pro- 
tection.

As we go about our daily work or 
play our hands are almost sure to 
become soiled. Most of us wash our 
hands if there is dirt on them, but 
many persons do not wash the hands! 
if they appear to be clean. , 

The hands may look perfectly 
clean and yet they should be washed 
before preparing food or eating be- 
cause there is more than a fair 
chance that some bacteria or germs 
have been picked up by these hands. 


We know that very fortunately for 
us disease germs die when they are 
exposed to draught or sunlight. The 
hands, however, are usually warm 
and moist, both of which conditions 
favor the existence of bacteria. 
therefore, bacteria are picked up on 
the hands they will live for some 
time. It is evident then that in order 
to get rid of any disease germs, the 
hands even , though they show no 
signs of dirt, should ‘be washed often. 


It does not matter if germs are on 

the hands as long as they stay there. 
The skin is a barrier to the entrance 
of germs. The danger of the germs 
on the hands is that they may be car- 
ried into the mouth or nose and they 
then have every chance of egneiie 
disease. 
, This may happen if the person with 
unwashed hands prepares food or if 
food is eaten which is touched by the 
fingers. The entrance of germs into 
the body may be more direct as when 
the child sucks his thumb, or when 
finger nails are bitten, or when the 
hands go to the face and touch the 
lips or nose. 

We can avoid all the dangers, and 
they are very real dangers, that 
threaten us because of carelessness 
in connection with our hands. We 
can secure protection by following 
two rules or developing two habits. 

The first rule is never to get your 
unwashed hands to your face, except 
when using a handkerchief. There 
is no good reason why the hamds 
should be continually touching the 
face and there are several excellent 
reasons why they should not. 

The second rule is never to touch 
food unless the hands have been 
thoroughly washed. The habit of
